Sierra Madre stepped in this 
week to file a protest against the 
dead hand domination of Lucky 
Baldwin over the city’s destiny. 
Publicly and in conferences Ar¬ 
cadia was reminded that there 
are mutual Interests of the two 
communities that make it inad¬ 
visable for Arcadia to annex 93 
acres of the Badlwin ranch lying 
immediately south of Sierra 
Madre between Orange Grove 
avenue and Foothill boulevard, as 
planned by an old man whose 
spirit was embittered with a de¬ 
sire for revenge. 

Legally the iron band that the 
irascible old rancher and horse¬ 
man attempted to bind about the 
city might hold, it was admitted 
at conferences between agents for 
the Baldwin estate, representa¬ 
tives of Arcadia, and attorneys 
for the new subdivision that is 
proposed immediately south of 
this city with City Business 
Manager A1 Myers and City At¬ 
torney Phil Dodson. 

The injustice to Sierra Madre 
was pointed out. The sinister, re¬ 
vengeful attitude of Baldwin af¬ 
ter his defeat over Sierra Madre’s 
water rights was presented to 
the parties at interest as having 
no place in present conditions 
where the interests of the two 
cities are so closely joined and 
I where the welfare of Arcadia is 
I so closely linked with that of 
! Sierra Madre. 

The land that it is proposed to 
1 annex to Arcadia is as much a 
part of Sierra Madre as the 
| original town plot. It is the 
strip that would give Sierra 
; Madre contact with the world 
; Eventually it will become the 
choicest residential community in 
all of Southern California. It is 
remote from Arcadia's business 
district and even now Arcadia is 
unable to give it police, fire, 
water and other services. It will 
be unable to do so for years, for 
Arcadia sprawls all over the map 
and only its business section is 
closely kn*.. 

Arcadia’s council on Tuesday 
adopted a resolution calling for 
annexation of the property in 
question and sent it to the 
County Supervisors for approval. 
The latter body will set a protest 
hearing before placing the an¬ 
nexation proposal on the ballot 
at the municipal election on April 
14. 

500 Barred 
From Voting 
At Election 

Registration Closes With El- 
igibles For City Contest 
Far Below Normal 

Registration for the April mu¬ 
nicipal election closed yesterday 
with approximately 500 Sierra 
Madreans barred from a voice in 
the selection of two councilmen, 
a city treasurer and a city clerk. 
Slightly more than 200 residents 
who were missed by the district 
registrars appeared at the City 
Hall during the week and had 
their names added to the registry 
lists. The number was disappoint¬ 
ing for on Monday over 60 regis¬ 
trations were taken and there 
was a prospect that the total 
would be near normal. 

“Apparently,” said City Clerk 
Waverly E. Pratt last night, 
“many of our townsfolk still do 
not realize that through an act 
of the last legislature designed 
to clear the registry lists of tran¬ 
sients who registered during the 
height of the depression for the 
purpose of securing employment, 
everyone is required to reregister 
this year. Apparently they believe 
their old registrations hold good. 
It Is unfortunate that they will 
lose their votes next month.” 

Registration will continue until 
March 26 for the May primary 
election at which delegates to the 
several National conventions to 
nominate presidential candidates 
will be selected and it is be¬ 
lieved Sierra Madre’s final num¬ 
ber of eligibles will be at or 
above normal before the primary 
date. 

After two months’ work more 
than 200,000 eligible presons In 
the county are still unregistered. 

Not quite three weeks remain 
in which people may register for 
the May primary. Registrations 
will be taken at the City Hall up 
to and Including the closing date, 
March 26. In addition to the 
Presidential candidates submitted, 
voters will cast ballots on the 
Courthouse and Olive View bonds.

Packs ’Em In 

Dr. Atkinson And Fred La- 
Lone Charm Big Crowd 
With Talks, Pictures 

How 'coons and skunks, foxes 
and birds, sit down to table to¬ 
gether and enjoy a feast with 
fairly good manners — this was 
just one of the features of the 
perfectly splendid “Wild Life” 
night at the Sierra Madre For¬ 
um, last Tuesday evening, when 
Dr. Spencer Roane Atkinson, of 
Pasadena, and our own Fred La- 
Lone were the two principal 
speakers. 

As an evidence of the interest 
Sierra Madreans generally take 
in animal life, the announcement 
of this special program had 
brought out an audience that 
packed the auditorium of the 
City Hall to capacity. If any 
further evidence were necessary, 
it was supplied by the enthusi- 
[ astic applause that frequently 
"stopped the show.” 

Dr. Atkinson, famous the 
country over for his studies of 
, wild life, was introduced by Jack 
I Hosford. Regret was expressed 
that Dr. Atkinson’s equally fam¬ 
ous wife—famous for the stories 
she has written of her wild-ani¬ 
mal friends —■ was prevented by 
illness from also contributing to 
this Forum gala-night. 

Trophies—

1 ranged a striking display of his 
j numerous trophies of the hunt, 

; and spoke entertainingly of his 
' adventures with lynx-cats, coy-

: the great days he told about was 
that which was marked by his 
j capture of a live fox and a live 
golden eagle the bird with a 
wing-spread of seven feet while 
following a single trap-line in the 
Big Santa Anita country. Both 
bird and fox, happily, were later 
given their liberty. 

Dr. Atkinson, of course, has 
done all of his hunting for years 
wjth a camera - mostly from a 
window In his home in Altadena. 
j And it is in this respect that he 
; has become pre-eminent among 
{the animal-photographers of the 
! world. Some of the motion-pic- 
: tures he showed to the Forum 
j audience of raccoons and foxes, 

I opossums and ring-tails, and 
i other nocturnal feeders, enjoying 
J his hospitality in the full glare 
of a sun-arc—the light necessary 
to the taking of such pictures at 
night were not only entertaining 
to the highest degree but amaz¬ 
ing to all students of animal life.

Your 1936-37 
Tax Bill Is In 
The Making 

County Assessors Plowed 
Right Into Their Annual 
Job On Monday 

A new county assessment be¬ 
gan on Monday. It will be the 
basis for 1936-37 tax statements 
taxpayers will receive in the fall, 
indicating their indebtedness to 
the city, county and the school 
district. 

For the convenience of Sierra 
Madre taxpayers W. Y. Hendron, 
deputy assessor, will be on duty 
at the ‘City Hall every Wednes¬ 
day from 1 to 5 p.m. up to and 
including May 6 next. 

This year the assessors of cities 
and counties will not assess auto- 
bles, stocks and bonds. The State 
has superseded them in taxing 
such classes of property. The 
cities and counties, however, re¬ 
tain the right to assess checking 
accounts and postal savings and 
also merchants’ book accounts. 

The assessing work is required 
by law to be finished by the 
first Monday in July, after which 
the Supervisors, sitting as a 
board of equalization, will pass 
on applications for assessed valu¬ 
ation charges. 

War veterans, in order to ob¬ 
tain exemption on tax assess¬ 
ments, must file written claims 
with the county assessor. In or¬ 
der to obtain exemption, veterans 
must show their honorable dis¬ 
charge papers. They are entitled 
to an exemption of $1000. In the 
event of death of a veteran, his 
right to claim exemption passes 
first to his widow, then his 
mother, if a widow and lastly to 
his “pensioned father," in the 
words of the exemption act. 

Veterans must list their prop¬ 
erty with the assessor and must 
set up their claim by affidavit 
and produce honorable discharge 
papers and deed covering any 
real property they may own. The 
deputy assessors now making 
their house-to-house canvass can¬ 
not take veterans’ claims into 
consideration, it is stated. Ex¬ 
emption claims must be made in 
writing at the assessor’s office. 

Finish Bore 
In Advance 
Of Schedule 

Last Muck Will Come Out Of 
The Grand View Tunnel 
About Tuesday 

The last carload of muck will 
rattle out of the Sierra Madre 
tunnel of the Metropolitan Water 
District Aqueduct early next 
week, a little over six months 
from the date work was started. 

Work on the 6S00-foot bore be¬ 
gan on October 2, 1935. Com¬ 

mencing just east of Mt. Trail 
avenue, the tunnel runs under 
Grand View avenue to a point 
west of Wilson avenue, where 
it turns in a southwesterly direc¬ 
tion, passes under Sierra Madre 
! avenue, and will “hole through” 
I several hundred feet west of 
■ Sierra Madre avenue in the Hast- 
i ings ranch. 

Lying at a depth varying from 
25 to 55 feet, the tunnel forms 
1 an important link in the distribu¬ 
tion system of the Metropolitan 
Water’ District, connecting the 
Monrovia tunnel and aqueduct 
with the aqueduct across Eaton 
wash to the Pasadena bore at 
Mountain street and Martelo ave¬ 
nue. 

Construction of the local tun¬ 
nel has been notable for its speed, 
the excavation crews having es¬ 
tablished several world records 
during the course of thejob. The 
best recond for a single shift was 
43 feet in 7!4 hours. The best rec¬ 
ord for a week was made during 
the first week In February, when 
the crews reeled off 370 feet. The 
"best month" was January. 

The completion of the Sierra 
Madre tunnel will follow close on 
the heels of three similar events 
on the 390-mile aqueduct right-of- 
way. Last week the Pasadena 
bore was completed, while the 
previous week saw the “holing 
through” of the 3-mile Coxcomb 
tunnel and a section of the San 
Jacinto tunnel. 

Aside from passing out a few 
cases of beer to the crews, there 
will be no formal holing through’ 
ceremonies.

Un- 
I less enough residents of the 
j three cities adjacent to the dis¬ 
trict protest at once to their 
respective Congressmen, there is 
I every possibility that the area 
will be woefully undermanned

season, Kaye said. 

I The advantages of trained CCC 
j crews for fire-suppression pur- 
j poses were aptly demonstrated in 
j the case of the Pottenger sani- 
torium fire last December, Kaye 
pointed out. The call, he said, 
was received at 4:12. By 4:12 , ' 3 
50' men were on their way to the 
fire, and by 4:15 the entire crew 
was "rolling.” With the usual 
paid crew, Kaye added, it would 
take at least half an hour to 
round the men up and get them 
dispatched. 

Availability of trained CCC 
crews, Kaye said, accounts for 
the Forest Service's success in 
suppressing fires during the past 
few years and in the consequent 
enormous decrease in fire losses 
in the foothill area.

SPRINGTIME ENCHANTMENT

I have it on no less authority 
than Pan. himself, that a new¬ 
comer, worthy of our deepest af¬ 
fection, the Kurume azalea from 
Japan, is in our mid t and clam¬ 
oring for the attention due her 
loveliness. Although she is dis¬ 
tinctly of the Spring, her bloom¬ 
ing season persisting from Feb¬ 
ruary through April, there is 
such a range and variety in tier 
colors as to suggest the full four 
seasons of the year. Pink Pearl, 
Applebiossom, Santoi and Geisha 
are the Spring itself; Rosy Mom, 
i Cherry Ripe and Her Majesty

AS TO CITY PLANNING 

Now that there is sufficient evidence, it would seem 
to convince even those poetic dreamers for which Sierra 
Madre is famous that this town is destined for a change, 
it might be well for our City Planners to note the fact 
and take steps to make that change as pleasant as possible. 
The change, of course, is to be external, not internal—of 
the body, so to speak, and not of the soul. No, as foi 
ourselves, and as for all true lovers of Sierra Madre, we 
trust, the soul of Sierra Madre should remain what it 
always has been; that is, quaint, bucolic, yestei-yearish, 
with just the right degree of that chin-whisker-by-heck 
simplicity about it that city-folks so love. Now, a ffreat 
many of those who are building their homes in and about 
Sierra Madre are precisely city-folks. It is they who are, 
consciously or unconsciously, the agents of Sierra Madre s 
predestined change. They’ve come here to ride, to garden, 
to enjoy our rustic peace. They’ve come here also in the 
search of beauty, not as something remote and to be 
visited only from time to time in a speeding car; but 
beauty intimate and available, to the pedestrian, to the 
man or woman who loves to ride a good horse. What, then, 
will our Planning Commission do for them? Well, here is 
a suggestion: 

Why not put in bridlepaths and footpaths along some 
of these new streets we are developing—the two sorts of 
paths combined, if that be necessary or desirable? East 
and west, from Santa Anita avenue to the western limits 
of our town, one of these paths should go; then paths 
north and south, so that the less fortunate folk finding 
themselves in Arcadia can still avail themselves of a hike 
or a ride through Sierra Madre’s mountains without the 
recuiTent inconvenience and danger from passing automo¬ 
biles. 

Let this do for a starter. We may recur to the sub¬ 
ject later.

But, re¬ 
gardless, these friends of ours— 
we’re calling them that, although 
we haven’t called as yet; we in¬ 
tend to the first time we get the 
car washed—these friends of ours 
really belong to Sierra Madre. 
We welcome them—to our home, 
our shop, and our congregation. 

S PEAKING of Sierra Madre, 
as we do now and then, are 
our local artists also really 
nutty the way other artists are 
supposed to be? We were talking 
to a charming young woman— 
she’s an artist—the other day 
when she»said: “So you would 
have them destroy that lovely old 
purple building with the green 
roof on Baldwin avenue.

Mr. Hannaford referred to a 
book in our public library, with 
the title “Your Meals and Your 
Money.” He said meals and 
money are quite intimately re¬ 
lated, so we might be glad to 
know a bit of the way certain 
scientific students are talking 
about the matter. 

The subject of meals was used 
by the author to show the need 
for well balanced foods, contain¬ 
ing the proper percentages of 
calories, carbo-hydrates, iron, 
phosphorus, calcium and the vari¬ 
ous vitamins to make a well bal¬ 
anced ration. Hammidge, the au¬ 
thor, declared that 85 per cent of 
our population is undernourished, 
not always because they are 
not able to secure the best grade 
of foods. As President Roosevelt 
said in his Thanksgiving ad¬ 
dress, “The great mass of our 
people are eating third class 
foods.” The money part came in 
when it was found that the prop¬ 
er foods for a family of four 
would cost $775 per year. Clothes, 
rent, water, gas, electricity and 
all other needs would add more 
than enough to reach away be¬ 
yond the income of many mil¬ 
lions. 

Hammidge says the proper 
feeding of our people would re¬ 
quire 17,000,000 more dairy cows, 
5,000,000 more beef cattle, 6.000,- 
1 000 more veal calves, 15,000,000 
j more hogs, 8,000,000 more sheep 
I and lambs and 169,000,000 more 
poultry, instead of killing off 
and reducing production in order 
to raise prices. 

Hammidge did not mention the 
Townsend Plan, but his state¬ 
ments show the need of such a 
plan. We had better stop rob¬ 
bing Paul to help Peter grow 
richer.
